WEEDS AND HOW TO GET RID 
OF THEM. 

(rom Hints to the Grain Grower, by 
T. N. Willing) 

Weeds are, from the farmers’ po'’nt 
of view, Such native or introduced 
planig ag by their more vigorous hat- 
its cf growth. tend to reduce the pro- 
duction of marketable craps, or, such 
plants as in any way may prove injur- 
ious to animals. Certain weeds known 
to be of bad character, mostly natives 
of other countries, have been offici- 
ally listed as noxious, and under the 
provisions of the noxious weeds or- 
dinance, musi be cestreyed by the own- 
ers of property. The mere fact of some 
of thes? weeds being found on farms 
has a very depressing effect on the 
value of the land for porposes of sale 
and there is no doubt that when weeds 
are abunZant on a farm they add great- 
ly to the cost of producing a_ crop. 
They use the plant food and moisture 
which is wanted by the crop. The 
space they occupy should be filled by 
profitable plants. They necessitate the 
use of more twine at harvesting and 
are a tax on machinery and cause a 
| vexatious loss of time. 

An increase of one bushel of grain 
per acre might easily be secured by the 
|iittle extra cultivation necessary to 
|suppress the weeds and this would 
| mean about a million and a half bush- 
|els added to the aggregate product of 
the Territories in a season. Can the 
farmers afford to lose the amount of 
money represented by this? Any weed 
can be eradicated from a farm by a 
proper method persistently and intel- 
ligently followed. The nature of the 
plant, the character and condition of 
the soil, the state of the weather should 
| should all be considered if we would 
get the best results from our work. 

Ways of Spreading—Weeds spread by 
natural means, such as seeds. being 
carried by the wind in summer or drift- 
ing with and over the snow in the win- 
ter. Birds and animals carry them at- 
| tached to their feather, hair or feet 
land many seeds that have been con- 
j}sumed are passed in the dung with- 
| out their vitality having been impair- 


ed. Streams aid greatly in distribut- 
jing seeds and consequently the banks 
|of irrigation ditches should be close- 
ly watched and kept clear of them. 
| They are spread by the agency of man 
{in poor seeds, amongst feed erain or 
| fodder, in material used for packing 
| goods, and by means of farm machinery 
| being moved from field to field. 

Method of Eradication.—Hand pulling 
|is most effective in the case of an- 
}nuals and biennials and is a

of saving many a farm from being ov- 
ferrun with weeds. One weed ieft to 
ripen seeds means that hundreds of 
| thousands of it may be found there an- 
| other season. <A ‘valk through the 
| growing crop can be wade very prof- | 
| itable by the pulling and burning “of 
jeven a few weeds.

| taken after pulling not to throw down

PARENT THINKS SON WAS 
ABUSED 


Mr. Editor: 

Kindly allow me space in your pa- 
per to reply to the article ‘‘The Prin- 
cipal Exonerated’” which appeared in 
last night’s issue, and clearly state 
to the public the facts which led to 
“the thrashing” and to my appeai to 
the school board. I feel that I am jus- 
tified in thus exposing the treatrnent 
to which a pupil was subjected in Mc- 
Kay avenue school. 

When the school was assembled at 
1.30 on Thursday afternoon last, for 
not being in ‘‘proper position,” my son 
was told by his teacher Miss Brill, 
to leave the room, which meant to go 
to the hall. where he was kept stand- 
ing until after three o’clock, when Miss 
Brill severely whipped him and allow- 


ed him to return to the room. He then 
asked permission three times to be ex- 
cused, (the school in the meantime 
having had intermission, which he had 
been denied), but his teacher ignor- 
ing his request, he was obliged io 
walk out. She called for him to re- 
turn, to which he replied, ‘I must go, 
Miss Brill.” He came back in about 
three minutes and entered the room 
but was immediately told, ‘Go to the 
hall,’ where he remained until school 
was dismissed at four o’clock. Hethen 
took his cap to come kome but Miss 
Brill still said, ‘‘Remain in the hall,’ 
which he did for the space of two 
minutes or longer. 


On Friday morning when school was 
again assembled, Miss Brill told the 
lad he must make an apology, before 
the school, for his conduct on the pre- 
vious afternoon, which he repeatedly 
refused to do, although Miss Brill told 
him he would have to, or Mr. Scott 
would whip him until he did. Still 
refusing, feeling that he was not in 
the wrong, she attempted to take him 
to_Mr. Mr. Scott's private room. He par- 
tially wrenched away put Mr. Scott 
was called and the boy wus handed 
over to him. The principal, leaving his 
privaie room te procure the strap, the 
boy made a bold break te get away 
but Miss Brill, standing 2t the door 
rushed and caught him, but, not being 
able to hold him, Miss McRae came to 
her aid and Mr. Scott, arriving with 
theinstrument of torture, bore him off 
to his “private room,’ where he in- 
flicted blows which are still black on 
the boy’s legs. 

Four hours later, when Dr. Ferris 
in the interest of the school board, ex- 
amined the boy, viewed the swollen 
welts, and reported to me that the 
rapid pulsation of his heart gave evi- 
dence of the nervous shock sustained, 
I acted on his advice, which I now reg- 
ret that I did, and brought the matter 
before the school board, instead of ap- 
pealing to a court of justice, where 
it may not yet be too late to take ac- 
tion.
